And when those 
holds were topped up to the hatch- 
coamings, and tarpaulins and 
hatch-boards lashed securely, ship 
by ship a convoy was assembled 
and set course for Britain. 

There was nothing out-of-the- 
ordinary about the procedure; 
seamen have been doing that sort 
of job since they learned to splice 
a rope or man a windlass. But 
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wartime, and the weather carried 
all the threat of imminent vio- 
lence. The mercury was coing its 
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men struggling in icy seas, picking 
up nearly all the complement of 
both torpedoed ships and snug 
ging them down for attention and 
rest 


to ensure it reaching us Two days later, in the late aiter- 
ood time. Sea! the noon, six four-engined long-range 
bombers dived on the convoy and 
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afterwards, while the engine-room 


of the ships . 


On the fifth morn- 

ing came the second 

attack by U-boats, and the 

freighter which had picked up 

survivors from the first two tor- 

pedoed ships was hit and sank 

immediately. She had been carry- 
ing the crews of three ships. 

And then, after nearly sixty 
hours’ progress with no further 
enemy attack, the remainder of 
the convoy ran smack into what 
has since been recorded as “the 
worst Atlantic weather in living 
memory.” 

It lasted for more than two days. 
To battle against it, as their 
bunkers ran short of fuel, some of 
the ships fed their furnaces with 
mess tables and wooden furniture 
and gear, and, with “ visibility ” 
reduced to no more than fifty 
yards, the convoy split up and dis- 
appeared from sight of each other 
in mountainous seas. 

Not for many more hazardous 
days and nights of voyaging were 
those cans of precious food to re- 
appear, and that was when the 
ships reached comparative safety 
in a certain British port, 
whence, a couple of days later,|

the sloping. wet steel sides of the 
submarine. 

Her commander, true to the 
tradition of the Nazi, told off two 
of his men to shove the seamen 
away with boathooks, while he 
and his chief engineer callously 
and calmly photographed the 
struggling seamen. 

But, late that day a British 
destroyer showed up, blasted the 
Hun to eternity with depth- 
charges, and took the merchant 
seamen aboard. The U-boat went 
to the bottom, and stayed there. 

There are many treasured 
mementoes among my possessions; 
not a few are diaries or pages from 
diaries of shipwrecked seamen. 
Between them they form a saga of 
the seas.... 

There is one which belonged to 
a young second mate serving in a 
tanker. She was attacked, shelled, 
holed in a dozen places, and set 


afire. They abandoned her, and 
spent two days adrift in mid- 
winter, with the icy Atlantic 


pounding them every few minutes. 
At dawn on the third day they 
sighted their broken shin, dere-

lict, with the fires apparently 
burned out. So they boarded her, 
patched her up, got steam into 
her steel veins and, without com- 
pass, without modern means of 
navigation, brought her safely 
into Britain, saving her and her 
vital cargo, in all worth about 
£360,000. 

The ONLY entry in that epic 
diary which might be—excusably 
—taken,for a grouse is this: 

“ The dict was a little restricted. 
We lived on raw potatoes and 
onions.” 

Men of that type resent being 
described as “heroes.” Mainly, 
they refuse to believe they're doing 
anything out of the ordinary; in 
their opinion they’re merely refus- 
ing to bow to Nazi terrorism, and 
whilé they’re fighting the Hun at 
sea they're mostly, at this time 
of year, fighting also a desperate 
battle with the weather. 


RAMATIC 
DOCUMENTS 


There are dozens of stories 
equally as breathless. Those sea- 
men’s diaries are among the most 
dramatic documents of history.... 
with day-to-day entries of life 
adrift for fourteen days and more. 
Thirst—hunger—hellish hours of 
storm—ice cold—sometimes mad- 
ness. But always the daily prayers 
to Almighty God. 

And I’ye yet to come across a 
diary which in some form did not 
carry an entry: “Our prayers 
have been answered.” 

Sometimes, though, there’s just 
mute evidence of a long, enduring 
struggle, and an upturned boat 
only remains to tell some tragic 
story, details of which will never 
be known. 

When, finally, the rest of the 
convoy of which I was telling you 
reached a British port, those cans 
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of food which had not gone to the 
bottom were lifted from the great 
bellies of the ships, stacked in vast 
warehouses in sections labelled to 
represent various parts of Britain. 

Some of it was to go by road, 
some by rail. But the greater 
part, to save road and rail trans- 
port needed for armaments and 
other vital war requirements, was 
to be again hoisted skywards and 
lowered into the holds of* Little 
Ships on the coastwise trade. I 
think you might like to do the 
trip with one such cargo.... 

You wouldn’t have called her 
“romantic.” She nosed her way 
alongside the loading-wharf, a 
rusted 500-ton tramp. 

Last trip she'd carried machin- 
ery and machine tools, and her 
crew—like all other crews on the 
coast —at certain out-of-the-way 
ports haul their protective balloon 
ashore, tie it to a near-by lamp- 
post, and then go diligently in 
search of a long, long quart or 
two, over which they'll discuss, 
with adequate trimmings, the 
mentality of an enemy who re- 
gards their Little Ships as fine 
game....what more could a Hun 
ask than a clumsy, slow-mover. 
lightly armed, so small that a 
medium-sized bomb will blow her 
to the four winds! 

It was a bleak, windy merning, 
with scurries of snowflakes, when 
she pulled away from the wharf 
and steamed into the bucketing 
seas at the river-mouth. 

There was a sort of rime and 
ice on her deck and over all her 
gear within a half-hour. Cookie
